Insurance 
Tax Bill 
On Ballot

Assemblyman Charles K 
Chapel announced today that 
his Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment No. 1 will be on 
the ballot for the people to 
accept or reject at the Gen­ 
eral Election on Tuesday. 
Nov. 8. 1966.

Chapel stated that this 
amendment will bring an esti­ 
mated million dollars annual­ 
ly into the state treasury with­ 
out imposing new taxes or in­ 
creasing tax rates.

Since 1942 the Constitution 
has authorized Insurance com­ 
panies doing business in Cali­ 
fornia to deduct their real 
estate taxes paid on their 
principal offices in California 
from their state tax bill.

Chapel said the original 
idea behind this was to in­ 
duce companies to build of­ 
fices in Calitornia and stimu­ 
late the economy in exchange 
for a chance to gain an offset 
against California's unusually! 
high premium tax. i

OVER THE years this his 
worked out to the state's ad­ 
vantage. A few companies, 
however, mostly from out-of- 
state, have built towering 
skyscrapers and used only •» 
small percentage of the space 
for the insurance business, 
leasing the balance to tenants 
in direct competition with 
commercial building opera­ 
tors.

The Chapel measure seeks i 
to solve this problem in a 
workable manner without un­ 
duly increasing the burden of 
the already heavily taxed in­ 
surance industry. This is done 
in the following manner:

THE DEDUCTION is con­ 
tinued for all insurance com­ 
panies, but is subjected to 
some new conditions for out- 
of-state companies and Cali­ 
fornia companies licensed to 
transact insurance after 1966, 
according to Chapel. For these 
companies the new ground 
rules would base their deduc­ 
tion on an occupancy formula 
Under these rules a com­ 
pany's deduction of its local 
real property taxes would de­ 
pend on the percentage of the 
building occupied by it and 
its insurance affiliates.
